Nearly all the Angoras, the choicest 
itntmals imported by tie 
colonists, 


ha\e been destroyed by these huge 
monkeys. Even the dogs share the 
same f ate. The bravest and most pug- 
nacioxis of the English canine breeds 
are unable to cope with adversaries, 
armed with just as powerful jaws, and 
with the immense advantage of having 
fo'ur hands instead of four paws. "With

Adonis finds his appetite 
fully satisfied he enjoys at a little clis 
tance the contortions of his victim Tie 
frequently attacks cows, but ne^erat 
temx>ts to get into close quarters vutl 
a bull. The ostrich, thanks to his ex 
traordinary speed, can easily get nv aj 
from the baboon, but it is very mucl 
afraid of him, and immediately run 
off on, hearing- his --bark. It is note 
worthy that nature has 
ghen the 


baboon not only the head of a dog, but 
also the voice of a dog. All birds that 
are not remarkable for their intelli- 
gence have an insurmountable dread 
of the cynocephalus. 


One of the principal amusements of 


these big monkeys is to gambol around 
the wire fences that protect the tame 
ostriches just to terrify them. The 
panic among them is so gieat that they 
often break their legs in their wild 
rushes. This is a pagtimc which the 
monkeys seem to enjoy hugely.

From the oat look for a short bay 


crop in California, prices will probably 
reach $20 per ton before mauy weeks 
and with the good fortune that Cali- 
fornians have had from the wheat and 
fruit returns for the season, they will 
be quite willing to share their pros- 
perity with their neighbors and pny a 
reasonable advance on hay. 
Nevada 


hay will undoubtedly be in demand 
and our farmers will receive some re- 
ward for their labor, after three or four 
years of low prices and weary waiting, 
but it is not advisable to run prices so 
high as to discourage the cattle men 
from bringing their stock here or to 
other'points in the State for feeding 
and shipment. 


Good prices will undoubtedly rule 


and shippers will expect an advance 
under the circumstances, but it will 
not be good policy for the future, to 
jam prices, simply because an oppor- 
tunity is offered. On the other hand 
every reasonable encouragement should 
be given to the cattlemen and by so 
doing, a permanent market will be es- 
tablished IH Keno, for the bay crop o£ 
this and neighboring valleys. 


It is said that there are now in pros- 


pect 10,000 head of cattle, which will be 
brought to Eeno dui ing the fall to be 
fed and shipped to eastern and west- 
ern markets and these may only repie- 
sent a small poition of the numbei 
that may be expected during the win- 
ter. 


In addition to the amount of hay that 


these large 
herds must necessarily 


consume, the item of pasturage is no 
small matter, and a little tact and good 
judgment on the part of the farmer 
under the 
present conditions will 


bring him business in the futuie when 
the conditions are not so favorable to 
him as they are now. 


The JOURNAL does not wish to convey 


the idea to the farmer that he should 
keep his prices down, nor is it the de- 
sire to forestall the coming of the 
cattlemen and buyers byjiintingto the 
farmers that now is the period of their 
harvest, but in view of the pi-ovaling 
conditions, the suggestions offered are 
to the mutual interests of both farmer 
nnd cattleowners and by a comparison 
of notes and working together, both 
will be benefltted not only now, but by 
establishing a rule that will be profit- 
able to those most interested.

A WILD NEBRASKA REPUBLICAN 


Norris Brown, who called the Repub- 


lican State Convention to order at 
Lincoln, Nebraska, yesterday, over- 
whelmed himselt with his own oratory 
and importance. He seemed to dwell 
on the hallucination that Nebraska 
has become separated from the Union 
in some manner and that it was of 
vital importance to win her back. Mr. 
Norris said: "This is the hoar and the 
opportunity for us to begin the work 
of getting Nebraska back into the 
Union." 


It is strange that Nebraska withdrew 


from the Union without it having be- 
come known. Something of this ]jind 
was tried thirty odd years ago by a few 
States and the experiment caused a 
terrible rumpus and the experimenters 
failed ignominionsly. 
Mr. 
Norris 


doubtless imagined that he had made 
an excellent point in this part of his 
addiess as well as in the portion where 
he criticised the present Governor of 
Nebraska and the Eopnlists in general, 
but people of average good judgment 
will conclude that Mr. Norria made an 
ass of himself. 


He was moved with the impulse that 


Nebraska's sudden prosperity and its 
restoration to the Union bad been 
brought about by the- rise in wheat and 
the depreciation of silver and while he 
did not assert it, he intimated that a 
Republican President and a Republi- 
can Congress had brought it about by 
carrying out the promises cf the St., 
Louis platform. If Mr. Norris had been 
a member of the Populist party and 
had made any such wild assertions 
from a Populist standpoint, his Re- 
publican friends would have called 
him a crauk, but as temporary chair.; 
man of a State convention of that 
party, he was probably cheered and 
commended, however ridiculous his 
speech may have been. 


The only inference that can be drawn 


from his reported assertions, is that he 
was making a grand stand play to the 
galleries with a view of making him- 
self popular with his party.

ing the new bell tor the High School 
into the belfry and it is expected that 
on Monday morning it will peal oat 
the beginning of the term of 1897-98. 
The old bell will be taken down and it 
is probable that it will be consigned to 
the scrap pile, aa old age and long con- 
tinued use has made it necessary to 
lay it aside and make toom for one of 
a more modern pattern und more pow- 
erful tone. 


For nearly a quarter of a century it 


has regularly called the children of 
Beno to school'. 
Women, who ara 


mothers now, years ago used to hurry 
with their sunbonnets, white aprons 
and arms full of books, along the 
streets to tlie Riverside school house to 
answer the call of the old bell. Men 
who are now prominent in business 
and public 
life 
who, in 
former 


years, barefooted and dressed in but- 
ton waists and knee pants, on their 
way to school, listened for the closing 
taps of the old bell and mentally cal 
culated the time that it would take to 
reach the school house after tbe bel 
had ceased its ringing in order to savt 
tbe tardy mark and yet spin the top 
once more or finish a hot game o: 
marbles. The women now, who were 
little girls then,' have listened in tbi 
late years for the clang of the old bel 
in order to hurry their little ones to 
school, while the men who playec 
truant and all other schemes to too 
the old bell, have of late frowned upon 
their young hopefuls and called atten 
tion to the ringing of the bell, admon 
isbing baste and promptness in every 
thing. 


It is not likely that it will be heard 


again and the happy days that every 
tap has reoUled to many in Beno will 
like the voice of the bell, gradually 
pass out of memory and be replacec 
by new scenes, new faces and new inci 
dents in life. The new bell will ring 
out in joy to a new generation and i 
will serve its purpose and like al 
things earthly pass away. Some of the 
tow-headed youngsters that will listen 
to its notes for the first time nexi 
week will in another quarter of a cen- 
tury tell their children how the new 
bell now, but the old bell then, called 
them to school and many of those who 
tell the story now will have passed to 
the great beyond or will be bowed with 
age, 
having outlived their usefulness 


and waiting patiently for the las.t sum' 
mons, or like tbe old bell be cast aside 
to make room for new and younger 
people. 


There is a sadness about it all, yet a 


joy in the hearts of those who aid in 
paving tbe way for generations to come 
by inaugurating and introducing im- 
provements iu line with the progress 
of the nineteenth century, hoping by 
their aid to make the people of tbe 
world more intelligent, happier and 
contented and when they have finished 
their life's work and surrender their 
trusts, believing they have performed a 
duty like the old school bell but it may 
not be heralded abroad in the land, y et 
some one or more, may with dimmed 
eyes whisper kind words of remem- 
brance for the good they have accom- 
plished iu the community in which 
they lived
